IS MACEO DEAD ?

HAVANA, Pec. 10. --Dr. Maximo Seer" 


tucha, the personal physician of Antonio 
Maceo, has surrendered to Colonel Tort, 
the Spanish Commander at San Felipe, 
Havana province. 


The doctor confirms the announcement 


that Maceo wai, killed December 7 near 
Punta Brava in an engagement between 
the insurgents and the Spaniards under 
the command of Jiliijor Clrujcda. 


The doctor says that Maceo was Lhot in 


the chin, the bullet breaking the jaw and 
passing out near the neck between the 
shoulders. A second bullet wounded him 
in the abdomen. 


A dispatch from Key West to the Bos- 


ton Journal says: "H is learned positively 
that the report of the deaths of Maceo 
and young Gomez are false." 


Both men are believed to be near Mar- 


iel, while the writer was near San Chris- 
tobai, searching for Macro. It is thought 
that Maceo will co-opernte with Qomez 
aud then a march on Havana is looked 


for.

WHAT THE STATISTICS SHOW, 


Responsibility of the Liquor Traffic for 


Pauperism. Crime and Insanity. 


BDITOE TRANSCRIPT: —The following 


summary of Hie late report of the bureau 
or'statistics of labor, of the relat.jn of the 
liquor truf'ic. to pauperism, crime and 
insanity, 1s taken from the Woman's 
Journal: 


1. Oi all convictions for crime, eighty- 


two cases out of every 100 were induced 
by intemperate habits; sixty-six out of 
every 100 convictions were for drunken- 
ness. Of all adults convicted for crime, 
ninty-six out of every 100 were att'Jicted to 
the use of liquor, 


2. Fifty-three towns and cities Jiceiued 


the sale of liquor, and showed 36.24 arrests 
for drunkenness per 1000 of population; 
280 towns and cities refused to license, and 
showed only 9.94 such arrests per 1000 of 
population. 
For offences other than 


drunkenness In the license cities and 
towns there were 22.34 of every 1000 of 
population, while in no-license cities and 
towns there were 10.26 of every 10CO. 


3. Where the same towns aiij citk-s 


changed from license to no-license or vice 
versa, a corresponding change in the 
number of arrests resulted. 
Thus in 


Haverhill, Lynn, Medford, Pittsfield and 
Salem, under no-license the monthly 
arrests averaged 20.50 in each 1000 of pop- 
ulation; under license, 81.53 in esch 1000 of 
population. In Lynn under license, 315; 
under no-liceuse, 117.63; in Medford under 
license, 20.12; under no-licensp, 13.23; in 
Pittsfleld 
under 
license, 93.25; under 


no-license 38.73; in Saloni -inder license, 
140.50; under no-license. 29.13. 


The Journal says: "It appears from the 


foregoing that more than four-fifths of all 
crimes directly result from the licensed 
sale of liquor, and cease when the sale is 
prohibited." 


In cases of insanity Mr. Wadlin finds 


that in sixty cases out of every 100, one or 
both of the parents of the insane were 
intemperate, while about twenty-five out 
of every 100 lunatics have themselves 
been intemperate. Of paupers, seventy- 
five out of every 100 have been addicted 
to the use of liquor, and nearly one half 
of all paupers have had drunken parents. 
Thirty-nine 
01 every 100 paupers at- 


tributed their pauperism to their own 
intemperate habits, 


The above figures are the scientiflo 


record of facts ascertained by personal, 
official investigation. It is difficult to 
comprehend how any benevolent or just 
man can vote for license after these amaz- 
ing figures. 


Some years ago Carroll D. Wright 


made a careful investigation of the rela- 
tion of the drink traffic to crime and 
pauperism in Massachusetts, and reported 
that the use ot alcoholic drink caused S3 
per cent of the crime and pauperism in 
the state. 
Mr. Wadlin's figures cor- 


roborate Mr. Wright's statement. 


At a temperance meeting in Ilave'hill 


a while ago Mr. Moody, (now representa- 
tive to congress Irom the E.,sex district) 
said that it was impossible for ^ny one 
outside of the legal profession to ha,ve 
any clear idea of the connection of crime 
with alcoholic, drink,

There is in use in the teloplione office a 


very nice instrument called the ealcula- 
graph. It is used to tell the time that a 
per^ou uses tbe longdistance telephone 
in the office and does its nork periucily. 
Whan the telephone goes inU> usa a card 
Li slipped uzider a clock 011 the operating 
table, and by moving a lever ihe exact 
minute is stamped on the card. 
The 


operator then fills out the card with the 
name of the person speaking and the one 
to whom he is talking, with the date, etc., 
and as soon as the conversation stops the 
card is again stamped and the exut time 
the telephone has been used is given, even 
to the smallest fraction. This makes the 
woi k easy for the operator and does away 
with any occasion for dispute as to the 
size of the bill.
